CONVICTS IN DANGE 
OF INSANITY. 


Strain of. Solitary 
Confinement. 


A fear that 70 Dartmoor convicts 
may. be on the verge of a state of 
temporary insanity, as the result of 
nearly a month’s solitary confine 
ment, is expressed by Dr. Bernard 
Hollander, the mental specialist. 

Every, day for the last 28 days 
these men have spent 23 of the 24 
hours alone in their cella. For 
one hour a day they are allowed out 
for exercise. 

Solitary confinement for 28 days 
is the maximum punishment allow- 
ed by the prison regulations. 

But these men remain in thelr 
cells until their trial, the date and, 
place of which have not yet been 
fixed. : 
Not “Punishment.” 

They are not being “punished.” 
They are being held in the cells for 
safety, and day by day they are be- 
coming more violent and noisy. 

Their shouting, ainging and 
stamping reached on February 21 
night and the next morning, ite 
highest pitch since the mutiny. 

The noise kept the whole prison 
awake, and could be heard a quar: 
ter‘of a mile away in the village of 
Prince-town. 

‘«Thig solitary confinement will 
send the men mad,” Dr. Bernard 
Hollander, the. mental .expert told 
the Dally Herald. 

Cause of Outbursts. 

“They are probably now auffer- 
ing from a form of temporary mad: 
ness—prisonpsychodla, That 4a 
most probably the cause of thelr 
violent outbursts. 

“A few days’ confinement is very 
bad for men of this type. After 
a month of it, they must be work- 
ed up to a terrible pitch of mad 
violence.” ;

If Close Cannon ;Plays 
Is Stopped. 


London, Mareh 8. 

Controversy has™ again broken 
out upon the question of close-can- 
nor play in billiards, because the 
controlling body has not yet decid- 
ed to deal with the matter. 

Since Lindrum showed how easy 
it fs to play this-snot almost inter- 
niinably, and thus pile up points 
rapidly, and without skill or effort, 
there is—those who are interested 
in the game as a sport declare—a 
danger of beautiful and really 
scientific strokes disappearing. 

Such is the feeling’on the matter 
that it seems impossible that the 
question can be ignored much 
longer. " 

“As a matter of fact,” an expert 
Burroughes and Watts 
“it Is 
not unlikely that there will be a 
revision of the rules, and | think 
we shall hear something definite 
soon, 

“At the moment,” he explained, 
“a player is allowed to make 36 
consecutive ball-to-ball cannons. 
After that he must make ao ball- 
cushion-ball cannon, or play a 
hazard. ; :

ealled upon to back the expenses. 
Bankers, financiers, commercial 
leaders and politicians in Tokyo are 
perturbed at the present, situation 
and at the many signs of forebod- 
ing for the future. Trade returns 
reveal disturbing unfavourable 
balances 
many foreign markets are almost 
closed to Japan; loans and bills are 
maturing for payment; the valué of 
the yen has decreased over thirty 
per cent. since the abandonment of 
the gold standard. in December 
last; and local business is in a 
serious way. ‘The invasion of 
Shanghai+has seen the trade with 
China—so important a part of 
Japan’a commerce—come practical- 
ly to a standstill, and, while the 
proposed economic blockade © was 
never adopted by any country, 4 
blockade of sorts is now in effect 
consequent upon. te hardening of:

J apan’s Troubles. 


In spite ‘of Japan's so-called 
succeases in Manchuria and in and 
about Shanghai, Japanese lead- 
ers, the civil heads in particular, 
cannot feel any too easy to-day 
when they review the events of 
the past few months. The Man- 
churian campaign may have been 
clevérly planned, but over~ 
confidence, | misjudgment of 
Chinese feelings, amazing under- 
estimation of Chinese ability to 
offer strenuous opposition and to 
hit back, coupled with the per- 
petration of one blunder after 
another gave to their subse- 
quent activities a different com- 
plexion. There is little doubt 
now that Japan has been forced 
into a position which is ‘not at 
all advantageous to her, 

As anticipated, the League of 
Nations has been shown to be, 
more or less, impotent to cope 
with an outbreak of war. But, 
what was not forseen was the 
solid mass of public opinion; 
emanating from all parts of the 
world, which has been voiced 
against the warlike acts directed 
from Tokyo. That this opinion, 
amounting, in some parts to in- 
dignation and résentment, has 
already taken effect in real form 
is now apparent to Japanese 
leaders, and there are many in’ 
Japanese commercial circles who 
rue the aggressive policy pursued 
by the warlords who exercise 
to-day so peculiar a dominance 
in Japan. In the eyes of the 
world Japan has forfeited much’ 
of that prestige which was her’sa 
formerly, and it will be long be- 
fore some countries grow less 
when’ attention is 
focussed on Japan’s policy in the 
Orient,

Dr. Waterhouse, Linnwus had 
placed in his natural arrangement, 
tobacco in the class Juridm (sic), 
which signifies pale, ghustly, livid, 
dismal, and fatal. There, sir, think 
of that definition! would ‘you like 
your own face to be pale, your 
wife’s ghastly, your son’s livid, and 
your daughter's dismal? Besides, 
the same naturalist classes tobacco 
with ‘foxglove, henbane, deadly 
nightshade, lobelia, and other poi- 
sonous plants bearing the tremend- 
ous name ‘“‘Atropa,” one of the 
furies, Look’ at that, sir; one of 
the furies pressing your lips, dis- 
turbing your heart, deranging 
digestion, untwisting your nerves, 
and torturing your brains. 

In spite of its curious English, its 
meaning was plain enough, far too 
plain, indeed, for the purpose of its 
compiler. For, though certainly a 
horrid thing for a man to read who 
was quietly smoking what the au- 
thor likes to call the “Noxious 
Weed,” I could not conscientiously 
sny that my own face is pale, or my 
wife’s ghastly, while my daughter's 
Is certainly not dismal. Nor docs 
a cigarette give me a sensation any- 
thing like that of a, fury pressing 
my lips (I almost wish it did), 
whilst if it untwisted my nerves I 
should have Iniagined that that 
would have done them good, and 
taught them ‘a lesson to leave me 
alone, especially when the dentist's 
drill gets busy on them, 

So I unfolded the leaflet, and look- 
éd at it, I had, it seemed, begun 
at the wrong end, for the proper 
beginning was a picture. In it are 
four clergymen seated at a table all 
immaculately dressed in frock coata. 
Two are old and wo young. _ Three 
of them are pufig cigars, but the 
fourth, one of/the young ones, {6 
standing with hand upraised. Be- 
fore him is an enormots open copy 
of the Bible, and he has placed his 
cigar, burning, not on the ashtray, 
but on the cloth, Standing there, 
he declaims, “Fellow-brethren, as an 
example to others, here and now [I 
resolve to give up amoking.” The 
fellow-brethren, look at him with 
blank astonishment, as well they 
might, and one hopes’. that they are

possible reason. ‘Because in rajl- 
way carriages smokers waste pre- 
cious saliva, expectorating every- 
where” (but not all of us do that), 

“losing the blessing of digestion, 
creating at the'same time a fog 
leaving: germs behind.” But when 
the writer goes on to claim that 
contrariwise “in non-smoking com- 
partments the atmosphere is .clear 
and the floor clean” one can only 
suppose that he has not travelled 
much lately, nor has read the corres- 
pondence on this point in this paper 
a few months ago. 

But there are other reasons why 
we should “away with the weed.” 
Did you know, for instance, that 
smoking is responsible “for men 
having short daughters and short 
sons, a8 this happens where men 
commence in early life?” Had yor 
realised that “God promises more 
spiritual joy without the pipe?” I 
confess that I should like to see 
biblical evidence for this, but the 
author, though very profuse. with 
his texts, gives no reference in this 
case,

It has been suggested that 
trading vessels should go to the 
Far East from London and 
Liverpool by way of the Arctic 
Ocean, thus cutting the ordin- 
ary distance by some hundreds 
of miles. But it is quite clear that 
no ordinary ship could under- 
take such a journey. The pro- 
blem of what type of. vessel 
should be employed is solved, if 
we look at the case of the Rus- 
sian Soviet ‘ ice-breaking ship, 
Ermack. This vessel is still em- 
ployed to-day for making a way 
for ships through the formid- 
able ice-fields of the Gulf of Fin- 
land. People may aver that the 
propelling machinery would 
leave no room for cargo carry- 
ing. But a vessel like the Er- 
mack could very well clear a 
road for ordinary ships that were 
strengthened against the ice- 
pressures, writes Edwin Felstead 
in the Natural Magazine. 

Dr, Nansen proved the utility 
of building a ship strong enough 
to resist the ice, and permitting 
it to be carried along by the 
drifting ice current. But in- 
i stead of being merely a ship 
which can withstand the ice, the 
Ermack definitely uses offensive 
measures and actually charges 
against the ice-burriers. The 
| Ermack has cut her. way through 
ithe thickest ice of the Spitzber- 
‘wen Region, ice that may have 
been frozen long before you and 
I were born. |The Ermack is ac- 
tually the strongest ship in the 
world. ‘ 

What would people say about 
a ship that could be lifted at 
each end, withont breaking into 
two? For if a model of the 
Ermack were made to scale, and 
lifted in this manner, “it would 
stand the enormous strain! No 
other ship could perform such 2 
task. ‘What would people say 
about propellers that could be 
brought up short against the 
‘most formidable obstruction with- 
out breaking, although the full 
power of the engines were urg- 
ing them on? Impossible? Not 
a bit of it! It has been done 
with the Ermack, 

An Unbreakable Ship, 

A ship that would penetrate 
into the Polar ice must not only 
be strong, but symmetrically 
strong — unbreakable in. every 
part. It is impossible to make 
a ship too strong to deal with the 
ice. Even the Ermack is not as 
strong as. it could be, although 
she can charge anything less 
formidable than an_ iceberg, 
ahead or astern, without injury 
to herself. The Ermack is in- 
tended to carry neither cargo nor 
passengers nor guns. The sin- 
gle aim of her builders was 
to make her as strong as pos- 
sible. - She differs in many res- 
pects from the usual ‘ship,. In 
the first place, she has a double 
skin throughout, instead of 
merely a double bottom, ‘The 
epidermis isa layer’ of steel 
plates an inch and.a quarter ‘in 
thickness, extending from the 
keel to the deck level, 40 feet 
above. Within this is another 
| steel surface half as thick. The 
two walls are, firmly braced by 
steel supports, and the space be- 
tween ,them is divided into 
watertight compartments from 
8 to 10 feet. in diameter, extend- 
ing entirely aground the vessel.

were filled with water to their 
full height. Not only did the 
wall endure the strain, but the 
Ermack floated ax serenely as 
before. No ordinary accident 
could send her to the bottom. The 
provision of so many watertight 
compartments reduces the 
amount of room in the interior 
of the ship very considerably. 
Of the remaining space, a large 
part is occupied by the propell- 
ing machinery, which is located 
amidships and extends both for- 
ward and abaft. There are four 
propellers, three located at the 
stern, and one at the bow. They 
are connected with separate en- 
gines, in order that any one of 
them may be operated indepen- 
dently, if this is desired. Each 
of the engines develops 2,500 
horse-power, so that the total 
driving-power of the ship is 
10,000 hotse-power. The fore 
propeller is an American device, 
and was first employed in_ the 
ice-brenking vessels of the Great 
Lakes. In effect its ‘action is 
to suck the water from beneath 
the ice, thus greatly reducing 
the resisting power of the ice 
and causing it to break more 
easily. This propeller is useful 
in another way, when the ship's 
progress is retarded by accumu. 
lations of ice below the surface 
and below her bow. By revers- 
ing the motion of the screw, the 
blocks of ice thus crowded to- 
gether are driven forward out of 
the ship’s path. The remainder 
of the interior is given up to 
cabins, scientific laboratories, 
the quarters of the crew, and the, 
bunkers, in which are carried 
3,000 tons of coal, In spite of 
her great strength the Ermack 
is not a large ship as we reckon 
size to-day, and with bunkers 
filled her displacement is only 
8,000 tons, 
Curious Appearance. 

In external appearance, as_in 
interior arrangement, the Er- 
mack is unusual. Her bow, stern 
and sides are all cut away sharp- 
ly. Instead of meeting the sur- 
face of the’ water at right angles, 
they project above it. The 


-glant of the bow is 70 degrees, 


of the stern 65, and of the sides 
20. Consequently the ship looks 
topheavy, as though sitting en- 
tirely on the. surface although, 
asa matter of fact, she draws 
25 treet. She has, too, a blunt 
look, on account of her> great 
beam of 71 feet, fully twice what 
it would be for an ocean tramp 
of: her length—305 feet, But 
the Ermack was not built for 
beauty or for ‘speed. In clear 
water she can make only 16 
knots, the pace of a heavy battle- 
ship. At first glance, she would 
appear to be some new-fangled 
warship. Though not a” naval 
vessel, she is a fighting ship in 
the truest sense of the term, 
and her foe is one worthy of. any 
steel that can be went againsttit.

MAN WHO LOST ALF A 
MILLION, 
Victim Of The Slump In Shipping. 
Cardiff, March 2, 

Amazing figures relating to the 
shipping slump were quoted at 
Cardiff County Court to-day when 
Mr. P. H. Mordey, a Penarth ship-; 
owner, applied for hig discharge 
from bankruptey. 

Mr. Carey Evans, who represent- 
ed the applicant, said that Mr. 
Mordey in 1920 had a capital of over 
£400,000, yet in June, 1981, when 
lhe was adjudicated bankrupt, his 
deficiency was nearly £100,000. 

In ten years half a milion 
money had melted like snow. 

This was not due to any extra- 
vagance nor to any apeculation or 
unwise business transactions. It 
was due entirely to continued‘ de- 
pression, working losses on steam- 
ers, reduced capital value of ships, 
and very heavy taxation in the days 
just after the war, which prevented 
adequate provision against the times 
of depression which followed. , 

Judge C, L. Thomas, granting the 
discharge, said he would ' give a 
certificate that the bankruptcy was 
due to misfortune and not to mis- 
conduct.
